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The Reivers 


On the death of William Faulkner, 
many of his literary mourners made 
the point that this complex and pro- 
found writer was little understood in 
his native Lafayette County—or, in- 
deed in the state of Mississippi. The 
assumption, like so many propound- 
ed as gospel by the-critics, was more 
cliché than truth. Human beings, 
even in Mississippi, tend to be far 
more perceptive and knowing than 
the theory-prone intellectuals make 
them out to be. Faulkner’s neighbors 
understood him a great deal more 
than many of the literary critics do, 
and their understanding is the key to 
his lack of local popularity. Almost 
in spite of himself (for he was an 
artist), Faulkner recognized the aw- 
fulness and the tragedy of Southern 
ways—and he never ceased to state 
this in his books. The charge is there, 
along with a great many other things, 
in The Reivers (Random House, 
$4.95), the book that was published 
shortly before Faulkner died of a 
heart attack in July. It is, super- 
ficially, a light novel, dealing with an 
incident in the life of an 11-year-old 
white boy named Lucius around the 


turn of the century. But it is so much 
more. As usual in Faulkner’s books, 
there is the Negro character—Ned 
this time out—and he is tied to the 
white hero not only economically but 
also by blood. This is the way it truly 
is in the South, and this is the truth 
white Southerners cannot admit. Part 
of the South’s revered mythology, 
and a part close to Faulkner’s own, 
heart, is the notion of native gentil- 
ity. On the other hand Faulkner was 
too honest and honorable a man not 
to recognize that the notion of gentil- 
ity rested on the fact of some rather 
unlovely transgressions. At a crucial 
point in the novel, the grandfather 
says to the hero: “A gentleman can 
live through anything. He faces any- 
thing. A gentleman accepts the re- 
sponsibility of his actions and bears 
the burden of their consequences, 
even when he did not himself insti- 
gate them but only acquiesced to 
them, didn’t say No though he knew 
he should.” If Faulkner was talking 
about the Southern gentleman, he 
must have known how rare they are, 
myths notwithstanding. And _ the 
Southern gentleman has so much to 
accept responsibility for. 
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
